The three great Feasts of the Jews were: 
Easter, which commemorated their exit from 
Egypt; Pentecost, in memory of the giving of 
the Law on Sinai; the feast of the Tabernacles, 
reminding them of their journey through the 
desert. 

Likewise, our Church year ia divided into 
three cycles of holy seasons: Ohristmas, Easter 
and Pentecost. All other feasts are dependent 
upon these three, and in the course of one 
year every event connected with the life of our 
Lord is vividly portrayed before our minds. 
Did you ever realize what a wonderful thing 
speech is? It voices the feelings and emotions 
of our soul; it portrays the multitudinous 
activities of our mind. You know what the 
aeolian harp is; how you hang it outside your 
door or window and the wind playing upon it 
causes it to give forth sounds now so 6hrill 
and piercing that they trouble your slumbers, 
and again soft like the flowing of a placid 
stream on a mossy bed studded with pear-like 
pebbles. 

Man’s voice is the harp, his soul the wind 
that plays upon it. Sometimes it thunders forth 
furious passions of love and hatred, at other 
times we hear only the child’s innocent prattle, 
the mother’s cooing, the lover’s whispered 
pledge of eternal devotion. Speech is even more 
than all this: It links the present with the 
past,(the Jiving: with the dead. It re-echoes the 


. life of generations that are now no more; every 


spoken word many take us back centuries and 
tens of centuries. Our Holy Mother the Church 
has also a language'all her own. Her beautiful! 
Liturgy, her sublime ritual, the color of her 
vestments, the pathos of her ceremonies that 
welcome the smiling child at its entrance into 
the world, and once become a man accompanies 
Him through life only to leave Him again on 
the threshold of eternity, everything, in a word, 
reveals her powerful, uplifting influence upon 
humanity. Liturgy is the perpetual calendar 
of the soul. If we follow it and listen to its 
language Sunday after Sunday, during the en- 
tire year, we have the complete history of the

_ Church’s holy seasons are admirably made to} 
correspond, in sentiment, to the seasons of the 


astronomical year, at least in our northern 
hemisphere. In Advent, the nichts are longer 
than the days, yegetation is dead, the trees 
are stripped of their foliage and the autumn 
wind blows blightingly ; such was also the state 
of mankind before the coming of Christ. It 
sat in darkness and desolation; it was a prey 
to superstition and error; the soul, devoid of 
supernatural grace, was languishing. 

the days lengthen; “God so 
loved the world, as to give His only-begotten 


Son, that whosoever believeth in Him may not 


perish, but may have life everlasting” (John 8, 
16) and man draws a long sigh of joy, his soul 
rendered hopeful and bright by the coming of 
the Messiah. “At Easter nature is bedecked 


with an emerald dress, buds open, the air is. 


balmy and we are doubly joyful: joyful, be- 
cause of nature’s awakening not anly but above

St. Gregory Naz. says: “Easter is the 
feast of feasts, the celébration of celebrations, 
surpassing in: aplenior and solemnity all other 
feasts, not only human and civil, but also all 
the other feasts of our Lord, just as the sun 
outshines all other luminous bodies.” 


At Pentecost the sun shines brightly over 


trees and meadows in their full beanty of leaf” 


and blossom; gardens are luxuriant with my- 
riads of multi-colored flowers diffusing all 
around their sweet fragrance, and this just at 
the time when Jesns’ promise is fulfilled: “And 
I will ask the Father, and, He will give you an- 
other Paraclete, that He may abide with you 
forever, the spirit of truth” (John 14,16). The 


Holy Ghost has, at Iast, descended into our 


souls, and fair flowers of holiness are brought 
forth.
